Claims 1-5, 7-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 
1 , "or' (line 10) should be changed to - - and - -. Similarly claims 7 and 10 are objected 
for the same reason. In claim 7 "same" (line 13) should be changed to - - the image 
data - -.. The remaining claims are objected since they are dependent upon the 
objected claims 1,7,10. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method for display controlling comprising the steps of: identifying said block 
where said virtual camera is positioned; selecting either three or five mutually adjoining 
blocks from the blocks adjoining the periphery of the identified block on the basis of at 
least one of the position information or line of sight direction information for said virtual 
camera : reading out the image data for the three-dimensional models in said identified 
block and selected blocks; and transferring said image data to a display memory
